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NOTE. 


AN unfortunate gap occurs in the Diary of the Corporation 

between the years 1602 and 1622. It is impossible to 
explain the loss of this important section of the Town 
Records, except by the conjecture that it was lost or 
mislaid during the troubles of the Civil War, or possibly 
that the volume may have been required to be produced 
in some litigation in which the Corporation was concerned, 
and the book never returned to the custody of the Town 
Clerk. 


The deficiency, however, is partly supplied from the 
Entries in another Manuscript, which condensed and sum- 
marized the ordinary Minutes of the transactions of the 
Corporation, and commences on March 2, 1604. 


This Volume is thus described in the Calendar of MSS. 
of Reading Corporation, drawn up by the Rev. W. D. 
Macray in 1886, and published in the Eleventh Report, 
Appendix, part VII, of the Historical Manuscripts Com- 
mission, 1888 :—[ No. xlviii.] “A folio Volume, containing 
a Register of Elections of Members of the Corporation, 
and Officers, with notes in the latter part of Leases sealed, 
&c., from 1603 to 1665.” 


The Entries in this Volume are copied down to the 


30th of September, 1622, when the Diary proper is again 
resumed. 
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EDITOR’S PREFACE. 





THE Second Volume of the Corporation Diary embraces the 
period from the first year of James I to the fifth of Charles I, 
(March, 1601 — December, 1629.) 

As the First Volume ends with October, 1602, and as Volume II 
does not commence until March 2, 1604, it is evident that a period 
of sixteen months between these dates is a complete blank, which 
it is impossible to supply from any other source. This accounts for 
the fact that no record exists of the death of the Great Queen 
(March 24, 1603), nor of the Proclamation in this Town of the 
Accession of James I to the Throne. 

We have before mentioned (see Mote) that the entire portion of 
the MS. Diary of the Corporation, which is missing, extends from 
Oct. 1602 to Sept. 1622; but, with the exception above stated, most 
of the gap has been fortunately supplied by another document, 
entitled “The Register of the Nomynation, Election, Contynuaunce 
and Succession of the Mayor and Burgesses of the Boroughe of 
Readinge, [&c.]" From this source we have been able almost to 
fill in the missing link, resuming the Diary proper in October, 1622. 

It is much to be regretted that this brief * Register” or Summary 
was chiefly used for the financial affairs of the Corporation and, 
therefore, that many political events of that period received no 
notice. No references occur to the early years of the Stuart 
dynasty, or to the death of Henry, Prince of Wales (the young 
* Marcellus" of his day), though there is an allusion on page 52 
to the marriage of the Princess Royal, Elizabeth of Bohemia. We 
are, however, able to trace very clearly the continuity of Municipal 
Government and the gradual development of the Town in commer- 
cial importance and prosperity. 

A considerable impulse was given to the extension of the Town 
by the Charter of Queen Elizabeth, and by the increase of trade 
which naturally followed the enlargement of Municipal liberties. 
We may gather the increasing prosperity of the inhabitants from 
the busy activity of the Markets and Fairs, from the large number 
of Victuallers and Inns, and from the dignity with which the offices 
of the Mayor and Capital Burgesses were regarded. 
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In the erection of new tenements the Town seems to have 
expanded but slowly. The houses were, for the most part, densely 
congregated within a narrow area, and on an examination of 
Speed's map, A.D. 1611, it will be seen how small a space was really 
covered by the low and unsanitary dwellings of the trading 
population. 

The Analytical Table of Contents will furnish a convenient 
reference to all matters connected with the Civil Government, Trade 
and Social condition of the Town during the period covered by 
this Volume. 

Facsimiles of pages 253 and 288 of the MS. Diary have been 
inserted, to face pages 351 and 387 of this Volume. They may be 
interesting, as illustrative of the style and handwriting of the 
period.

The complaynt of Pawle Cox, servant to Mr. Martyn Tich- 
borne of Ufton: sayeinge uppon his [oath]. 


That on Wensdaye night last past his master's dwelling house was 
broken open in the night tyme by personnes unknowne, and there 
hence was stollen and carryed awaye divers particular goodes, viz'. 
a horseman's coate, sad and medley colour and laced, a canvas table- 
cloth, ix flexen napkyns, viij canvas table clothes and many other 
thinges mencioned in a note upon the file, &c., some of his master's, 
and some of his and other servantes. 


[Ad Assisas, 72 margin.] Pawle Cox cognovit se debere domino 
Regi xl ad prosequendum versus 3 homines jacentes [?] in 
gaola ad proximas Assisas, etc. 


The complaint of Richard Wylder, of Mighells. 


Saith that on Wensdaye night last past his dwellinge house at 
Mighells was broken by persones unknowne to him, whiche did 
enter and stele and carryed awaye fourth of his house one cloke, 
one paire of breches, one wascote, one smocke without sleves, j 
pewter platter, iij or iiij girdles, ij bandes and j blacke hatt, and some 
other thinges he cannott name, presently seeinge the cloke and 
breeches and j red girdle in the Mayor's house, whiche were taken 
uppon or in the handes of iij vagrant persons then attached by the 
constables at Reding, challendged them and saith that cloke, breches 
and j girdle were his goodes whiche were stollen out of his house 
that Wensdaye night. 

Richard Wylder cognovit se debere dicto domino Regi 407. ad 
prosequendum versus omnes illos tres homines ad proximas Assisas. 

John Wimpey of Readinge, wyer-drawer, saith that yesterday 
the xvj'^ of October he did helpe the wydowe Grey's daughter dwell- 
ing next dore to his father to bargayne and buy a parcell of brused 
pewter weighing 877 and quarter, being offered to sell at her shoppe, 
the man that sold the pewter was a stranger clothed in a grene paire 
of stockyns, a paire of stuffe breches, with a black hatt, and seeinge 
one Henry Chambers, then standinge in the Mayor's house, said 
he was the man. 
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Cognovit se debere domino Regi x/z. ad dandum evidenciam 
ad proximas Assisas. 

Richard Millington, servant to William Wympye, did then see that 
man, then in presens of the Mayor and Constables, at the wydowe 
Grey's shoppe sellinge that pewter, viz*. 3 dishes, j pewter plate, 
j great platter and 3 other dishes for iiijs. vjZ., all brused and de- 
faced ; cognovit se debere xs. ad dandum evidenciam. 


[Ad Assisas, 2» margin.| Whiche pewter Mr. Tichburne's man 
challendged to be his master's and had it. 
[p. 47.] 17° Octobris 1623. 

The confession of Thomas Chambers, one of the iiij? 
men whiche the Constables apprehended at the 
house of William Symons. 

Beinge examyned, saith that he alwayes lived at Bridgewater in 
the countye of Somersett by the trade of linnen wever untill about 
midsomer last past and then travelinge the cuntry to secke worke, 
and cominge to Oxford he did there worke at his trade untill about 
a moneth past ; and from thence he went with one John Parsons in- 
to Wilteshere to seeke worke and fynding none he was goeinge 
towardes Surrey ; and on Mondaye night last past lodged within 
vij or viij myles of Hartley Rowe, and on Tuesdaye night last he 
lodged nere Hartley rowe, on Wensdaye he came towardes Reding 
and laye that night in a barne at a husbandman's house not know- 
inge the place, within 4 myles of Readinge, havinge noe company 
with him, and on Thursdaye last about xij or j of the clocke he 
came into Readinge to an alehouse there, beinge the house of one 
Symons (havinge noe company), and there by chaunce did meete 
with his brother Henry Chambers whome he had not seene a long 
tyme; and as to the other ij men then in the alehouse he had 
never seene them before; and beinge demaunded if he and one of 
the other men taken with him in the alehouse were not yesterdaye 
begginge or asking relief in the parishes of Sulhampstede and 
Ufton, 4 or 5 myles out of Reding, saith he was not there, nor had 
any company, the yesterdaye being Wensdaye, neither did this 
Examynate bringe any goodes into the alehouse, but onely a horse- 
man's coate and one white hatt with a broad brym, whiche he had 
and bought the last weeke of a traveler goeinge towardes London, 
and paid for them vs. iiijZ., and the white hatt he did nowe sell to 
his hostes. Comytted to gaole. 
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Pawle Cox, complainant, servant to Mr. Tichburne, standing 
by, said the horseman's coate was his master's, the white hatt is his, 
and the hatt band his master's. 


The confession of Henry Chambers, another of the iiij° 
men attached by the Constables. 


Beinge examyned, saith that he was borne and brought uppe in 
Bridgwater in the county of Somersett and there did live in his 
trade of a lynnen wever untill about haulf a yere last past, and 
then travelled the cuntry to seeke worke, and upon Monday last 
lodged at a place called Newenham, and Tuesdaye night at or nere 
Wallingford and from thence on Wensday on Wensdaye [szc] he 
lodged in a barne at Blountes Court, and from thence he came 
Thursdaye, viz'. yesterdaye, to Readinge and there goeinge into one 
Symons his house (beinge an alehouse) about xij or one of the 
clocke in the after noone and there by chaunce mett with his brother 
Thomas Chambers whome he had not seene in 3 quarters of a yere 
before: and in his brother's company there was another man in 
russett clothes whiche this Examinate did not knowe; and denyeth 
that he was in any place or parishe in Berkshiere upon Wensdaye 
begging ; and further saith that he brought not any goodes into the 
said alehowse (savinge a lynnen bagg empty). Sent to gaole. 


[p. 48.] The confession of John Annesley. 


Saith he late dwelt at Uckfeild within vj myles of Lewes and 
there lived by his trade of a fustyan wever, untill about a moneth 
past, then he went from thence to Salisburye to a brother he hath 
there and from thence he travelled the cuntry to seeke worke; 
on Sundaye last he came to Wallingford and there lodged at an 
alehouse, called the Greene Tree, Sondaye night and Mondaye 
night, and one Tuesdaye he travelled the country and came to 
Speneham Land by Newbery and there lodged Tuesday night 
and Wensday night, but he knowethe not his hoste's name, neither 
^ can remember what signe; and on Thursdaye, viz‘. yesterdaye, 
he came from thence about 3 or 4 of the clocke in the morninge 
to Theale and soe to Readinge, to one Symons' house, an alehouse, 
and brought into the house with him a cloake, a paire of breches, 
one table napkin, one towell, one old wallett and 3 or 4 knyves, 
whiche cloake he bought of a traveller in the way, unknowne 
to him, and paid for it iijs. iiijZ, and bought of the same traveller 
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the breeches and paid for them xviijd., and the napkyn and 
towell he bought of the same man and paid but iiijd. for them 
both, and the knyves he found; stayd not in the cuntry nor did 
not aske relief in the citie. 

And beinge examined what company, saith none: and never 
did see nor had any acquayntance with the other iij men whiche 
were found in the said alehouse untill yesterdaye in the after- 
noone. Sent to the gaole. 

Pawle Cox claymed the black knyfe to be his, all the pewter 
dishes his master’s, the napkyns and strayning cloth his master’s, 
that cloke and the breches Richard Wylder’s. 


The confession of Alice Symons, wief of William Symons. 

Saith that the blacke fellowe, viz*. Tho. Johnson, came to their 
house on Wensday last in the afternoone, and lodged there all 
that night. 

The other 3 strangers came thither Thursday last about x or xj 
a clocke, ij at the first, and the tall man, viz. John Annesley, came 
after them; the ij men brought a little fardell of some thinges 
in a lynnen bagg, but what thinges she knoweth not. 

The tall man had a cloke and one or the other a horseman’s 
coate; she bought of the said Thomas Chambers a white hat 
for iijs5.; a paire of breches and ij napkyns of the tall man for 
lijs.; she receyved nothinge ells of them. 

Sisley Dolman did see all those 3 men at Weyhill fayre, whiche 
did cause her to drinke with them at Symons’ house on Thursday last.

[p. 50.] 21 Octobris, 1623. Coram Roberto Maulthus, MMajore. 


The confession of Agnes Gregorye, of the parishe of Rippon 
in the county of York, spinster. 


Saith that she dwelt last of all in Aldersgate Streete with 
Mr. Gabryell Perinshey, a coachmaker, in London, almost about 
two yeres at Michellmas last past, and then travelled the cuntry, 
and went to Thame and Oxford to seeke service, and at Oxford 
she lived with a poore woman untill Christmas, and then she 
went from thence to Henley, and havinge a cuntryman at the 
Lady Forster's, nere Henley, she did stay and rest betwixt the 
Lady Forster’s house and one Noble’s, in Henley; she spent 
ij or iij monethes, and then after at the said Noble’s house; the 
man called Hamshier Will came and sould certen bondes, and 
by stayeing there a while grewe acquaynted with her, and from 
thence he perswaded her to goe with him, about a sixe weekes 
past; and then they went togither to Wallingford and there 
he left her at the house called the White Horse, and there she 
stayd a weeke or thereaboutes; and then he came to Wallingford 
to her, and then he brought to her a grey peticoate, iij paire 
of sheetes, j paire flexen, and the other coarse cloth, and j paire 
of canvas sheetes, and ij bockram shirtes and nothinge ells at 
that tyme, and sould the paire flexen sheetes to the hostes of the 
house ; and the rest he sold in the towne, but to whome she knoweth 
not; and the next weeke he went awaye and willed her to goe to 
Henley agayne and he would come to her; and that weeke he came 
to her to Henley to the said Noble’s house, and then he brought with 
him vj peices of pewter, viz‘. 3 platters, ij pottingers and j quart pott ; 
all whiche he carryed awaye; but where he sold them she cannott 
tell; stayeing there Saturdaye and Sondaye ; and on Mondaye he 
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and Thomas Johnson went awaye there hence to Maydenhead ; 
and nere Maydenhed he went from her, and willed her to goe to 
Winsor to the signe of the Eagle, and there he would come to 
her on Saturdaye night; and that Saturdaye night they did meete 
there at that house, and then he brought with him a dussen peices 
of pewter, viz‘. all platters, and iij pewter spoones, and nothinge 
ells, and he sold all that pewter in the towne, but to whome she 
cannott tell, for he carryed fourth unknowne to her; and they 
stayd at Winsor that Saturday night and Sondaye night. 

And on the Mondaye they went awaye togither towardes the 
Lady Harbartes, and not farr from thence he and his partener did 
resolve to have a house where they did thinke to have good store 
of money ; for there was but an old man, an old woman and a mayd 
about the house; it was iij or iiijor myles from the Ladyes house, 
and they laye a weeke about that, but could not prevaile, and at the 
weekes end they returned backe agayne to Maydenhead, to the 
White Horse at Maydenhead, where they willed this Examinate to 
meete them, and she went thither on Fridaye, and on Saturdaye they 
came thither and stayd not there but the drinking of a pott of bere. 

And then they sent her to Henley to her host, Noble's, and then 
upon Friday followeing they both came to the said Noble's house ; 
and then they brought nothing but money to the value of xxs. 
whiche she sawe tolde, and they then said they had it at house, and 
then they stayd there altogither untill Sondaye; and then the 
two men went awaye as they said into Berkshiere, to one wydowe 
Glover's, but where she knoweth not, and from thence they tooke 
some brasse or pewter, and coming from thence, being pursued, 
they left the goodes and lost it, and being taken uppe by some 
neighbours and searche being made in Henley, it was reported 
by her hostes that the woman had her goodes agayne, and this 
Examinate saith that she hard them saye that the said good- 
wife Glover had a sonne named Henry Glover of the same trade 
they were of, and had rob'd his mother once or twise before. 


[p. 51.] And further she saith that, in that night in whiche 
they had robbed the wydowe Glover, hue and crye being made, 
they two men, viz. Hamshiere Will and Thomas Johnson, went 
from Noble's house about the breake of the daye, and she went 
with them at that tyme ; and they went altogither into Berkshiere, 
by the horsboate over the water and, as she thinketh, to the place

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called Pangborne, and she lodged there all that night, and they 
went awaye and apoynted her to meete them at the grene tree 
in Wallingford, and accordingly she went thither; and upon Friday 
followeing they came thither and brought money with them to 
the value of 405. as they said, but noe other goodes, and they staid 
there all that Friday night, Saturdaye and Sondaye. 

And then on Mondaye they went all togither to Henley to the 
said Noble's house, and there the two men beinge drunke they fell 
out in partinge? of their money, and then the said Thomas Johnson 
went awaye from Will, leavinge Hamshiere Will and this Exa- 
minate at Henley; and this Examinate and Hampshiere Will 
stayd there all that weeke, and then the said Willgave . .. .... : 
and then uppon Sondaye the said Will and this Examinate came 
from Henley to Readinge to one Green's house, a smythe, the 
signe of the Horshooe in the highwaye, and there stayd but a while, 
and then they went from thence towardes T wiford, and in the waye 
they mett with one Mathewe Hobbes, a pedler, carryeing a packe, 
and iij other lusty younge men in his company, with Hobs his wief 
and another woman that carryed Hobbes childe ; and they havinge 
some speches one with another they directed the said Hampshere 
Will and this Examinate to goe to the house of one Bushnell, an 
alehouse in Earley, nere the highwaye: and the said Hobbes and 
his company went towardes Readinge, but before they parted they 
agreed to meete all at Wokingham, at the signe of the Chopping 
Knife, by eleven of the clocke on Mondaye, the next daye, intend- 
inge and agreeinge from thence to goe into Hampshiere to one 
house where the said William had dwelt, and thence he would 
bringe them to a hundred poundes in money, and Hobbes said 
he knewe of a house towardes Weyhill where he was sure to have 
money, but what store he could not tell. Nowe, by reason this 
Monday morninge proovinge soe wett, theise parties did not meete, 
and in the afternoone the said Wille and this Examinate stayeing 
at Bushnell's in Earley, where they lodged, untill ij or iij a clocke, 
returneth towardes Reading and there were presently attached. 


Memorandum, that the said Hampshier Wille, before this last 
weeke, had and did use to weare a horseman's coate, colour grey, 
and did use to were a sword, and uppon Saturday last in Fillis 
Court, in or nere Henley, did enterteyne a boye into his company ; 
and that Saturdaye night, the said Wille being drunke, the said

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boy ran awaye and carryed with him the horseman's coate and 
the sword. 

Memorandum, that the said Wille, at their last being at Henley, 
brought in his breches a sad coulord wascote, laced with a grene 
lace, and a smocke, whiche he gave this Examinate, and ij shirtes 
which he sold to a woman in Henley, charginge this Examinate 
she should not were that wascote nere Wallingford. 

Memorandum, that the said Thomas Johnson was in company 
with the said Wille and did alwayes contynue untill their partinge 
at Henley. 


[p. 52.] 22° Octobris, 1623. Coram Roberto Maulthus, Majore. 


[Ad Assisas pros., zz »sargzn.] John Walker of Arberfeild in com. 
Berkes complaineth, that on Saturdaye night was senight, viz* 
II? Octobris, his house was broken open about xj and xij of the 
clocke in the night, and there was ij or iij men that were in his 
house, but being darke did not see them, but he and his children 
cryed out and made what noise they could, and the theeves threat- 
ned them they would cutt their throates, &c.; they stolle and 
carryed out of his house 3 cheeses, ij or iij small peices of woollen 
cloth, ij or iij small peices of fustyan, and haulf a lofe of bredd, 
and they left behind them an axe and a bill in his house, with 
whiche they breake uppe his dores. 

It was darke soe that he could not see the theeves ; and further 
saith that he did see this tall man in company with ij other men, 
drinking at Awfild Crosse in Thomas Den's (?) house.

[Assis. ad pros., 2% szargin.| Alice Hobson of Barkham, wydowe, 
complaineth that on Saturday was senight in the night, 11° 
Octobris, her house was broken uppe, and ij men strangers bound 
her and iij children in their bedd, threatned to kyll her and the 
children if they did cry, and carryed awaye from her ij kettells, 
j paire of canvas sheetes, ij apernes, viz, one bockram and the 
other canvas, j cambricke handkerchiffe wrought with blacke worke, 
ij bondes of the children, j paire of yellowe stockyns, five spoones 
and j sawser of pewter, j grene cloth safegard or kertell, bound 
with white leather, j long table napkyn and haulf a sheete of coarse 
cloth, iij yardes of lynsey woolscy, j smocke, j bill and one axe, and 
breaking open her chest tooke her keys and the key of her dore, 
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j canvas bed case, the cloth of a paire of breches ript out; and 
further saith this tall man was the man that did bynd her and put 
her safegard into his hose ; and did lack some of his teeth.

[Ad testificandum, zm margin.] George Deane of Awfeild Crosse 
saith that upon Saturdaye was senight iij men, strangers, came to 
his father's house at Awfeild Crosse to drinke, about xij of the 
clocke, and stayd there drinkinge untill about 4 of the clocke, and 
then they went awaye altogither; and they brought in with them 
every of them a staffe, ij longer then the other; and one of the 
men had a sword with a belt, and with his sword he cutt the two 
longe staves and made them shorter, to the value of an ell in 
length; and further saith that in that night after the said poore 
woman's house was broken, a neighbour, viz‘. James Hawkes, found 
one of those cutt staves at the poore woman's house, and this 
Examinate did see the staffe and knoweth that it is one of the 
staves whiche the man did cutt at his father's house. And further 
saith that the man nowe being before Mr. Mayor was one of the 
3 men, viz', the man that did cutt the staves with his sword.

Saith that on Sonday last the man and woman in question 
came to his house about... or... of the clocke and stayd there 
all that night and untill 2 or 3 of the clocke on Monday, and they 
brought a little box with some wares, and the coate he hath on 
his backe, whiche he changed with the man in counter: noe 
acquayntaunce with them ; but in regard of the rayne they stayd 
the longer. Beinge examined concerninge the abusinge the officers, 
saith he was in a fault; but very sorye for his misdoeinge ; saith 
he knoweth Hobbes for he and his wief did lodge their Readinge 
faire daye at night. 


Th'examynacion of William Marchante, late of Great 
Wickham, sherman, borne at Basingstoke, called 

Hamshier Will. 
Saith that he came from Spayne about 7 weekes past and 
landed at Plymouth, and from thence came towardes Basingstoke, 
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where he was borne; and, bringing nere 40 poundes of tobacco, 
sould that in severall places, and did seeke worke at his trade 
of a sherman; he was never in Wallingford; but once at Henley 
synce he came over, and at that tyme lodged at the White Horse 
uppon the bridge, and that was about 3 weekes past, and never 
at Noble's; and from thence he went to London and there stayd 
fortnight to sell his tobacco, and hath byn but 4 dayes in this 
cuntry. He lodged in Egham upon Saturdaye was senight at night, 
but the house he knoweth not, nere the Kinges Hedd, and from 
thence to London. And Wensdaye last he came from London to 
Brainford that night ; at Hounslowe Thursdaye and Fridaye ; Satur- 
daye at Kinges Arbour there; Sondaye night at Earley at Bush- 
nell’s; Mondaye attached at Reding; he had his wief before he 
went into Spayne; he was maryed at Wickham and had a child 
by her; he found her beyond Maydenhead, beinge sending for her to 
Wickham to meet at Maydenhed the last weeke, vizt. Thursdaye ; 
she went with him to London and returned with him, and lodged 
with him at Bushnell’s Sonday night last: his grey coate and 
sword were stollen from him by a stranger at 3 Myle Crosse, at 
Drewes house, on Saturday night was senight; he brought the 
cipres band out of Spayne with him; he is called or knowne 
by no other name but by William Marchante ; he knoweth neither 
Barkham (?), Arberfeild nor Wargrove, neither was he at the robbing 
of any house, nor had any company but his wief. Comytted to gaole.

The complainte of Johan Dearinge of Wargrove, 
wydowe. 

Saith that uppon Thursdaye was fortnight, viz*. the ixf^ of this 
October, in the night tyme, persones unknowne unto her knocked 
at her dore and, she demanding whoe was there, one of them said, 
open the doore (mother), and she thinking it was her own sone 
thereuppon opened her doore, and presently two men came in, 
and the one of them havinge a naked sword in his hand (she 
cryeing out) they bid her hold her peace and goe to her bed 
(sayeing she should have noe harm); but presently they bound her 
and a mayd that was in bed with her, and then they tooke her 
keys and opened her chest, and they tooke awaye out of the 
chest 7 peices of pewter, viz‘. vj great platters and j lesse platter, 
one pewter salt, one pewter tunnell, iiij" spoones, j brasen basen, 
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j brasse chaving dishe, j brasse pott, j brasse kettell, one white 
russett cloth gowne, one cloth kertle, ij neckerchiffes, j holland 
kerchewe, ij bockram handkercheffes, j neckcloth, ij coifes, ij 
cresse clothes, ij holland apernes, iij paire handcuffes, two black 
hattes, one paire of sheetes, j smocke, j blewe aperne, ij hempe 
apernes, j paire of shooes, j silver guilt ringe, and viijZ. in money, 
ij girdles, j dussen of living chickyns, iij gallons of wheate meale, 
in a bagg, haulf a bushell of small nuttes, one wallett, j hemp bagg 
of a bushel, j quarterne of flax, ij apple pyes, and threatned them 
if they made any out-cry they would be the death of them (thoughe 
it were 7 yeres). 

And this complainant, seeinge the tall man, vizt. William Mer- 
chant, nowe in the gaole, saith is one of the men whiche came 
into her house and the same man that did bynd her handes; 
and that the fellowe in the howse of correccion, vizt. Thomas 
Johnson, is the other man that came into her house and did hold 
the candle.

did lodge at Wallingford, nor Henley, neither doth knowe the 
places; never had any company in his travell; knoweth not 
Hampshere Will, nor Henry Derringe ; denyeth all thinges in 
scoffinge manner, nor never kept company with Hamshere Will, 
nor will declare where he lodged, nor cannot name the places. 
Sent to gaole.

the back gate, and when they were there, they did spend like 
gentlemen and not as pedlers. Mathewe Hobbes and his mother 
did use to carry a packe, and sometymes the woman had a girle 
or two; and the elder man was there a wecke before in very base 
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apparrell, and within a weeke he was apparrelled like a gente, 
with gold lace. 


Andrewe Borman saith : 


That Mathewe Hobbes alias Allen saith, upon [é/ank] the 
[blank] of [blank] last, said to this Informante that he had some 
plate to sell and would have this Examinate to helpe him to v/s. 
in money or more; and that he would sell it for 14 groates an 
ounze; this Examinate bid him but 3s. an ounze; and that the
